7.  — Representing  the  Out-patient  department  of  the 
Hospitals,  it  also  affords,  especially  to  the  aged  and 
infirm,  and  to  women  and  their  little  children,  the 
inestimable  advantage  of  the  home  visits  of  the  Resident 
Medical  Officer. 

8.  — Supported  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
London,  several  of  the  City  Liveried  Companies,  the 
Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund, 
and  Alexandra  Day.

1.  — The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  the  Governors  their  157th  Report  together 
with  the  Audited  Accounts,  Balance  Sheet  and  list  of 
Donors  and  Subscribers  for  the  year  1930. 

2.  — They  are  pleased  to  be  be  able  to  report  that  the 
Charity  continues  to  carry  on  its  useful  and  beneficent 
work  amongst  the  indigent  and  deserving  poor,  the 
most  important  feature  of  the  work  being  the  Home 
Visits  made  by  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  to  those 
patients  whose  serious  condition  renders  it  impossible 
for  them  to  attend  at  the  Dispensary. 

3.  — Working  men,  unable  to  attend  during  the  day, 
are  seen  on  Tuesday  nights  at  8  p.m.  ;  Dental  cases  on 
Thursdays  at  noon  ;  and  School  Children  (for  whom  the 
London  County  Council’s  various  Clinics  are  available) 
daily  (Saturdays  excepted). 

4.  — The  Committee  record  with  the  deepest  regret 
the  death  on  1st  May  of  Mr.  T.  P.  Beddoes,  Honorary 
Consulting  Dermatologist  to  the  Institution  for  25  years  ; 
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on  the  23rd  July  of  Dr.  E.  M.  Niall,  Honorary  Physician 
since  1912  ;  and  on  19th  September  of  Mr.  Ralph  Frost, 
their  Chairman,  who  for  8  years  took  the  keenest  interest 
in  the  proceedings  and  activities  of  the  Charity.

9. — The  Committee  earnestly  appeal  to  the  benevo¬ 
lent  and  particularly  to  those  residents  in  the  district 
for  additional  help  to  enable  them  to  extend  their  efforts 
with  unabated  zeal. 


10.  — There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  National 
Health  Insurance  with  its  medical  services  has  to  some 
extent  deprived  the  dispensaries  of  much  of  their 
opportunities  for  service,  at  least  as  far  as  insured 
workers  are  concerned.

At  the  present  time  they  supply  the 
only  medical  services  in  the  homes  of  the  people  for 
those  who  are  not  insured,  and  who  cannot  afford  private 
medical  attendance,  and  are  yet  not  so  distressed  as  to 
require  the  services  of  the  poor  law  medical  officer.
